port of 1932, instructs the Central Board thus 
Board to lay down a definite policy governing all branch.’ 
This is absolute centralized control, yet decentralization 
seems to have been a Rochdale principle. The Central 
Board apparently aims to unify and control the U. F. A. 
Co-op. from the top, but the experience of the past is that 
there must be individual control in order that the individ¬ 
ual may learn, through loss or gain, how his business 
should be managed. 

“This province has numerous organizations doing co-op¬ 
erative business, some on a right basis, some on a wrong 
basis, and all these separate institutions are actually com¬ 
peting with each other for business—overlapping in ser¬ 
vice and creating excessive overhead costs." 

The writer quotes the president, Mr. Robert Gardiner as 
saying “Co-operation amongst all classes is the sure rem¬ 
edy” to cure the disease.” And again Mr. Wood urges no 
restriction when he says:"The true function of each legit¬ 
imate class in society is to contribute to the general wel¬ 
fare in giving needed and efficient service to the whole.”

Don Bark, superintendent of the ir¬ 
rigation development C.P.R. warns 
against the increasing seriousness of 
soil drifting. He makes, the follow¬ 
ing suggestings: 

1. Do not bum stubble, rather disc 
it in, plow it under, or better still, 
plow under with the one way Wheat- 
land disc plow. 

2. Summerfallow, where it seems 
to be necessary and desirable, with 

• the duckfoot cultivator, leaving the 
stubble at or near the surface to re¬ 
duce wind velocity, and where the re¬ 
sulting'fibre will tend to bind the 
soil together. Never work land fine 
on top or leave it smooth. Always 
try to leave it'as rough as possible, 
consistent with good practice. 

3. Plant brome grass, alfalfa, 
sweet clover or timothy on parts of 
the land occasionally. This will add 
fibre and prevent blowing, if a stand 
is obtained, and then rotate these ar¬ 
eas by planting these forages some¬ 
where else as soon as they have been 
in long enough to justify plowing 
them up. 

4. Use strip farming. Use nar¬ 
row strips and plant them north and 
south. 

6. Plant a light cover crop on 
summerfallow in August, late enough 
so that it will not mature and early 
enough so that it will attain sufficient 
growth to prevent drifting during the 
fall, winter and early spring. 

6. List land in a north amF south 
direction with a one-furrow Lister 
plow, not over eight feet apart, in the 
early fall, leaving it rough all winter 
and until the last thing before plant¬ 
ing. This, in many cases, catches 
and retains more snow and efficiently 
prevents drifting until the last thing 
in the spring. 

"Some one or a combination of the 
above methods should be suitable to 
very largely overcome this problem 
on any and all farms,” Mr. Bark con¬ 
cluded. “The main trouble with our 
methods, thus far, unquestionably 
seems to be that the majority of far¬ 
mers have as yet done little, if any, 
planning to overcome or offset drift¬ 
ing. More attention must be paid to 
this problem in the future.”

Since the average person feels that his sense of direc¬ 
tion has deserted him, and that his mind is a scrambled 
collection of other peoples-theories, he might just as well 
add another theory "To the jumble. This latest idea is ad¬ 
vanced by James Phifbort of Mission, B.C. and his cry is 
that Canada will always have difficulty in establishing an 
overseas trade profitably, because her products are the 
heavy, bulky faYm products which carry a burden of car¬ 
riage charges to consume the profit. He says that she 
should have little factory towns located all over the West, 
to consume the products of the dairy, the farm and the 
orchard. Canadian markets for Canadian crops. His ar¬ 
gument is as follows: 

“As a $20 suit of clothes weighs only a few pounds, it can 
be. sent thousands of miles for a few cents if in bulk with 
other dry goods. This is typical of the small cost of trans¬ 
porting factory goods and therefore British manufacturers 
favor overseas trade. 

“But'with farm crops the case is quite different. B. C. 
farm crops are largely vegetables and fruits. Bulk, 
weight, perishability make transportation to Europe cost¬ 
ly and impracticable. Farmers on Canadian prairies have 
similar troubles. Prairie products are mostly grain and 
cattle. Costly transportation makes it almost impossible 
to sell profitably in Europe, or at prices to meet European 
competition. „ 

“Since Western farmers cannot sell their crops by over¬ 
seas trade, they cannot buy factory goods sent from Eng¬ 
land.

A chain of high-powered 
stations is urged, which would be able 
to take control of the air. The weak¬ 
ness of the many little stations of 
Canada has reacted against this influ¬ 
ence. - 

The main recommendations of the 
committee, which will probably be 
confirmed by act of parliament are: 

Establishment of trans-Canada 
chain broadcasting as “one of the 
first duties” of the commission. 

Advertising to be limited to not 
more than 5 per cent, of each prp- 
gramrne period. 

Location, where required and under 
private ownership if desired, of as 
many stations of 100 watts or under 
as may be deemed necessary for com¬ 
plete coverage. 

All revenues from license fees and 
advertising to be expended in the in¬ 
terests of radio, and license fees to 
be fixed by the govemor-in-council. 

High Powered 

“A’our committe recommends that- 
consideration be given to the use of 
five 50,000-watt stations, one ii) each 
of the following provinces of Canada: 
British Columbia, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec and * n the maritime provinces 
three 500-watt or one 50,000-watt sta¬ 
tion, as may be determined by the 
commission. In Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, we suggest two 5,000-watt 
stations in each province, synchroniz¬ 
ed on a common channel. Further, a 
10-000-watt station in Northern On¬ 
tario and one in Western Ontario, a 
1,000-watt station at Port Arthur- 
Fort William; a 500-watt station at, 
or near, Ottawa, MontreaL_and Que¬ 
bec. 

“Your committee further recom¬ 
mends a number of stations, of 100- 
watt power and under, operating on 
shared channels, located where re¬ 
quired. 

(a) To serve areas not satisfac¬ 
torily covered by the national sta¬ 
tions. 

(b) For secondary stations in ar¬ 
eas where there is a demand for sev¬ 
eral channels to be in operation at 
the same time. 

(c) For educational purposes. 

(d) For legitimate experimental 
work. ■ 

(e) For local broadcasting of com 
munity interest.

Under united efforts of producers, 
exporters, and the federal Depart¬ 
ments of Agriculture and Trade and 
Commerce, exports of cattle to Great 
Britain (1931) showed a strong re¬ 
vival and totalled 27,148 head, as com 
pared with 5,400 in 1930.

Pale western cutworms which caus¬ 
ed a heavy crop loss last year in 
South-eastern Alberta are now hatch¬ 
ing quite unharmed by the storms, 
he stated. 

Cold weather and storm have only 
delayed hatching and the cutworms 
will' now develop more evenly and in¬ 
festation—of—infected fields will be 
more concentrated, he claimed. 

Dr. Seaman said that besides the 
peril from pale western cutworms, 
there is another menace in the in-

In¬ 
festation of six cutworms per square 
yard is sufficient to completely de : 
ttroy a field in a dry season, he esti¬ 
mates. If the season should turn out 
wet an infestation much greater will 
cause little or no loss. 

The pale western cutworms at pre¬ 
sent are very small. Few will be 
found which are over one half an inch 
in length. The body is a dirty gray¬ 
ish color without markings but may 
be colored by the contained food ma 
terial. Where the cutworms have 
been feeding on the reddish roots of 
pig weed or Russian thistle may ap¬ 
pear quite red. The head is very dark 
brown and in the smallest ones will 
be quite black. 

Much of the feeding will be on the 
leaves of grain or weeds above 
ground so that the presence of the 
cutworms can be detected by the pre¬ 
sence of holes in the leaves of any 
plants growing in the fields. A few 
of the more advanced individuals will 
be cutting plants off below the soil 
surface. 

It is quite probable that the more 
even hatching this season will see the 
activity uniformly advanced and seed¬ 
ing of severely infested fields can be 
safely conducted by June 15. This 
will depend on subsequent weather 
conditions as well as the development 
in individual fields.
